A FINE DESK. 


By the Term Trial Jurors of His

Fox, court 
reporter; and through such associations 
“formed. fixed opinions” concernin 
the competency and integrity of sai 
court officers; aud whereas, we are about to 
be excused from further service in said 
court by reason of the session closing, and 
the said judge, clerk, bailiff, and sten- 
ographer being near the end of their terms 
ot oflice, we feel ita pleasure and a duty to 
in some. useful way wake known the opin- 
ion and regard we have for these several 
gentiemen; therefore, be it 

Kesolved, that without exception this 
jury has received every kindness and atten- 
tion at the hands of the court, and its offi- 
cers, that could be hoped for by any one 
serving in a similar capacity, and that dur- 
ing the discharge of their respective duties 
the judge on the bench, the clerk at his 
desk, the bailiffat his post, and the sten- 
ographer at his table, all have shown such 
manifest competency, faithfulness and in- 
tegrity, as to excite in us, notonly asa 
jury, but as citizens and taxpayers, a feel- 
ing of admiration and confidence, and in 
parting with their company we experience 
that regret which is born of true friendship. 

‘That the Hon, William A. Cheney, judge

Judge Cheney replied: 

“GENTLEMEN: I have been six years upon 
the be:ch in this county, and had such a 
valuable gift as this been offered to me at. 
any time prior to this, 1 should have 
hesitated and felt delicacy about receiving 
it. But as my work upon the bench is draw- 
ing to aclose, 1 do not know why I should 
not accept this beautiful desk in the same 
spirit in which it is given. I appreciate 
most fully the relations existing between 
the jury and the court. For three months it 
has been yur privilege to watch the course 
of the court in trying to do its duty. Your 
expressions of confidence in me as a judge l 
take in the spiritin which they are given. 
While 1am somewhat accustomed to speecti- 
making, this is out of the usual order, 

“I aim about to resume the practice of my 
profession, and in the use of this desk 
(which will be a necessary part of my of- 
fice furniture) I shall be continually re- 
minded of your good feelings toward me. 

“For three months you have worked with 
the court in the disposition of its business 
on the criminal calendar, and to you bas 
thus been made apparent the difliculties 
which surround the court and a jury in the 
faithful discharge of their respective duties 
in a court of justice. Your duty as jurors 
has been faithfully and satisfactorily per- 
formed, and your expressions of contidence 
regarding my efforts in the same direction 
are received with the utmost kindness and 
appreciation, 

“I have tried to do my whole duty asa 
public servant of this county while on the 
bench; and as I am abuut tc step down ind 
out, the receipt of this beautiful gift from 
you excites in me feelings which overcome 
me. Geutiemen, I sincerely thank you.”

Mr. Spooner’s Able “Defense 
of the Lodge Bill. 


The Mississippi Plan of Disfranchising 
the Negro, 


An Ignorant White Man May Vote, 
but the Black Is Barred. 


The Urgent Deficiency Bill Gets 
Through the Lowar Houss 
with Some Changes 


—Capital Not3s.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—[By the As- 


sociated Press.] Senate—Mr. Petti- 
grew introduced a bill to prohibit the 
sale of firearms and ammunition to 
Indians on reservations. Approved. 


Adozen private pension bills were 
passed, 

Mr. Moody of the Committee on In- 
dian Depredation Claims reported the 


| House bill for the adjudicatfan of 


claims arising from Indian depreda- 
tions. Placed on the calendar. 
Mr. Sawyer asked unanimous con- 
sent for fixing au carly in January 
for consideration of thé Postal Tele- 
gtaph Bill, but Mr. Wolcott objected.

He said that a 
stranger in the gallery listening to the 
debate, without a knowledge of the 
country, would be impressed with the 
idea that all love of liberty and devo- 
tion to the Constitution and freedom 
from partisanship were to be found on 
the Democratic side of the chamber. 
He hoped that the gentlemen -on the 
other side would not assume that the 
Republican senators were not, equally 
with them, lovers of liberty. It had 
been said on tke other side that the 
bill was aimed at the South. It was, 
in part. It was aimed at every spot in 
the United States where, by frand or 
force, men who had a right to vote for 
members of Congress were cheated out 
of that right. 

The South, he thought, was where 
the bill was specially needed. In 
he le read extracts from a speech 

y Delegate Chrismam in the. late con- 


vention in Mississippl¢ declaring that} 


since. 1875 there has mot been a fair 
election that tl | 
words, they (the whites had 
fing ballot boxes, committing perjury; 
and coatying electious by fraud an 
violence. He also read the qualifica- 
tion of voters in the Constitution of’ 
Mississippi, among others being the 
ability of the voter (after: January, 
1892) to read, or to give a reasonable 
explanation of the meéaning of any 
clause of the Constitution of the State. 
If the Constitution of Mississippi had 
stopped at the educational test and ex- 
cluded from the right of suffrage every 
white or black who could not read 
that instrument, nobody would com- 
plain of it; but now the ignorant 
white voter might bave the simplest 
clause read to him and be asked if he. 
understood it, and answering yes, he 
would be permitted to yote; while an 
obstruse clause (as to the right of emi- 
nent domain, or some technical ques- 
tion) might be read to the: colored 
voter, who would be asked to give a 
reasonable explanation of it. 

The scheme was plainly devised to 

let the ignorant white man vote, if he 
voted the Democratic ticket, and to 
keep the ignorant black man from vot- 
ing, unless he voted that ticket; and 
yet the Democratic Senators railed 
against the pending measure as giving 
the Supervisor lordly powers. This 
Constitution of Mississippi bad been 
adopted, too, not by a vote of the peo- 
ple, but by the convention itself. 
Southern men ought not to fold their 
arms and say that they would keep 
their increased représentation while 
suppressing the negro vote. 
It had been said, on the other side, 
that the negro should never have had 
the right to vote, but it was too late 
now toargue that question. Theright 
had been given him, whether in wis- 
dom or unwisdom, and could not be 
taken from him. Referring to Mr. 
Stewart’s speech yesterday, and his re- 
mark that the elections ‘aw could not 
be enforced in the South because public 
opinion would not support it, Mr. 
Spoover said: 

Have we falien on a condition in our

Contrary to the usual course 
pursued in free communities, the re- 
suits of the Mississippi convention 
would not be submitted to the people 
tobe voted upon. It had been ar- 
ranged to have it declared the organic 
law of the State without apy action on 
the part of the voters,

CHICAGO, Dec. 20.—[By the As- 
sociated Press. ] The assets of S. A. 
Kean & Co., the suspended banking 
firm, are growing daily less as the pro- 
ceedings in court progress. Cashier 
Warne testified further today regard- 
ing the affairs in the bank. Nothing 
startling has been adduced. W. J. 
McDonald, at the head of the bond de- 
partment, testified that the net yearly 
profit on bonds was about $70,000. 
When the bank closed, of about $368,- 
000 worth of bonds in value, all but 
$6000 were pledged as collateral. 

A number of new cases were filed 
today by persons claiming that they 
were permitted to make deposits after 
the bank was iusolvent. Kean today 
delivered the articles of agreement 
rg two years ago, by which Mrs. E. 

M. Culver became an especial partner. 
This pattnership was subsequently dis- 
solved. The articles contained this pe- 
Culiar paragraph: ‘“‘The business of 
the firm is to be conducted on strictly 
Christian principles and according to 
the teachings of the Bible.”’ 

ASK FOR A RECEIVER, 

CHATTANOOGA (Tenn.,) Dec. 20.— 
The Helena Wood and Coal Company

SUCCI SUCCEEDS, 


His Long Fast Successfully 
Terminated. 


The Little Italian Comes Out of the 
Ordeal Almost a Corpse. 


He Has Developed Quite an Appetite 
in the Past six Weeks. 


The Faster Suffers Terrible Pains 
in the Last Hours of the 
Test—His Present 
Weight. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 


New York, Dec. 20.—(By the As 
sociated Press.| Giovanni Succi’s fast 
of forty-five days terminated at 8:15 
this evening. The worst attack ‘of 
gastric trouble during the fast was at 
5 o’clock today, during which his pain 
Was 80 acute that it was feared that he 
would collapse, but his indomitable 
Wiil carried him through. From that 
time until 8:15 o’clock his pains con- 
stantly occurred, his distress being 


shown by contortions of his face and| — 


nervous movements of his body.: 

When cocoa was prepared shortly 
after 8 o’clock, Succi arose from the 
lounge and staggered to the table, 
looking more like a skeleton than man. 

When he first sipped the cocoa there 
was a burst of applause from the spec- 
tators. It was doubtful whether pe 
would be able to retain the nourish- 
ment, but the uncertainty soon passed 
away and Succi gradually resumed his 
former buoyancy. 

This morning Succi weighed 104% 
pounds. When he began the fast he 
weighed 1474. During the fast he 
drank twenty-one quarts of alkaline 
water and nine and a half quarts of 
Croton water, besides a little of his 
elixir, which chemists say contains no 
nourishment. | 

Tomorrow afternoon he will take bis 
first dinner. The fast has undoubtedly 
been an honest one. 


Will Probably Be Lynched. 
WOODVILLE (Miss.,) Dec. 20.—Doc 
Bradford, a well-known criminal, this 
afternoon removed a rail on the Louis- 
ville, New Orcieans and Texas road 
near here and wrecked the pay train.

VARIOUS ORDINANCES PASSED 


Quarterly Financlal Reports of the 
Clerk, Tax Collector and Treas~

previously agreed upon. The contract 
with the accompanying bond was 
he Committee on Streets and Alleys 
- recommended that the petitions pre- 
sented to them relating tothe paving 
of Colorado street, etc., be placed on 
file. Approved. 

On motion the clerk was instructed 
to notify the Santa Fé Company to put 
in culverts not less than three feet in 
width under their tracks at the Ma- 
rengo-avenue crossing, the same to be 
done under the direction of the Super- 
intendent of Streets. 

The Committee on Fire and Water 
reported that the hook-and-ladder 
truck is completed, and recommended 
that it be accepted and that payment 
for the same be made according to the 

contract. It was moved that the bill 
of W. T. ¥.Schench of $1955.75, for 
the truck and supplies, be allowed, and 
the same was ordered paid.

MOORE’S SENSATIONAL CAREER. | 


A Man Who Has Known Many Ups and 
Downs. 

The curiosities of crime and the vicissi- 

tudes in the life of a great criminal have 

: illustration than 
is found in the oa- 
reer of Langdon 
W. Moore, but 
lately released 
from the Charles- 
_ town (Mass.) pris- 
on, after serving a 
ten years’ sentence 
for bank robbery. 
He was brought 
before a New York 
police court by his 
wife, Rebecca Moore, on a charge of “‘fail- 
ure to provide.”” His defense was the long 
imprisonment, and thus the strange, sad, 
romantic career of the two was brought 
out. 

He was born in East Washington, N. H., 
in 1840, received a common school educa- 
tion and asmall capital from his honest 
and fairly well to do parents, and down to 
September, 1865, lived an apparently honest 
and active life. He had left home for Bos- 
ton in 1857, had kept a restaurant and sa- 
loon at No. 16 East Houston street, New 
York, and had bought a small farm at Na- 
tick, Mass. On Sept. 15, 1865, the Con- 
cord National bank was robbed, and early 
in October Moore appeared in Paulsboro, N. 
J.,as aman of means looking for invest- 
ment. He was arrested on very slight evi- 
dence, but got “rattled,” gave up $202,331 
in bonds and cash which he had secreted 
so that no detectives could ever have found 
it, detailed the facts-of-the robbery and 
offered to give up his confederate, but the 
latter was too sharp to reply to his notes 
and was never captured. 

The robbery was a very ingenious one. 

They had worked long and skillfully till 
they got duplicate keys and learned the 
combination of the safe; then did the rob- 
bing at their ease, getting $306,000 in 
bonds, besides some cash. His confeder- 
ate was “English Harry,” a noted cracks- 
man, and after getting his share he im- 
mediately sought a safe retreat and never 
allowed Moore to hear of him again. The 
case was necessarily compromised, as they 
could not have convicted Moore or recover- 
ed even his share of the swag. He next 
appeared in Jersey City as a speculator in 
horses, and there married Rebecca Cun- 
ningham, widow of the once noted “‘Dad”’ 
Cunningham, companion of John Morris- 
sey. The Moores lived in lavish style till 
he was arrested for alleged complicity in a 
robbery at Buffalo. He was there defended 
by Grover Cleveland, easily proved an 
alibi, and was acquitted. 
The next great robbery was that of the 
Merchants’ Union Express car, on the 
New York Central, over $1,000,000 being 
secured. Moore was again arrested, but 
escaped conviction. Almost immediately 
after, however, he was taken, convicted of 
robbing a bank in Maine and sentenced 
for six years, but was pardoned for good 
behavior at the end of three. Twice more 
was he arrested, but escaped conviction. 
His wife meanwhile had kept a restaurant 
and livery stable; but of the $200,000 or 
more’ which they once had, clear of the 
law’s demands, the whole had slipped 
away before his last term expired. He was 
sentenced for sixteen years for robbing the 
Charlestown (Mass.) bank, and reduced it 
by good behavior to ten. And now these 
two forlorn creatures, both looking much 
older than their’years, appear in a police 
court to settle the payment of a few paltry 
dollars per week.

care or attention, to breed scale bugs to 
spread over the whole country. ‘The owners 
of these lots (many of them) cannot be 
found. They are assessed tu unknown 
owners and sold time and again for taxes. 
It is impossible for horticultural cormmis- 
sioners to reach these lots without the pro- 
posed law. It the trees would only die 
and cease to breed fruit pests the remedy 
wouid be present, but they keep just vitality 
enough to infest the vhole land with bugs. 

Third—There are orchards that are mori- 
gaged for nearly or quite what they are 
worth. Neither the mortgagor nor the 
mortgagee are willing to clean up, and the 
only way to reach such is through. the pro- 

diaw. Alien on the reaity that will 
override all titles is the only way out. ln 
most cases both parties would willingly 
h:ve this done, but it cannot be under any. 
law on the statute books, 

Fourth—Some ng are in litigation 
and all work on them is suspended exon 
‘the work of the bugs. Each litigant would 
be very willing to have the commissioners 
take the matter in hand, clean up and as- 
sess the cost to the property, to be paid by 
the successful party. But men who work 
for wages need their money when Saturday 
night comes around, The case may be in 
court for years. The commissioners cannot 
advance the money for so long a 
time. It would not he a safe business 
proposition for either of the litigants 
to advance the money necessary to du the 
work on the uncertainties of the outcome 
of the suit, So the industry of horticulture 
must suffer. Without such a law as the one 
proposed successful horticulture in Califor- 
nia will be so uncertain that he who is now 
in it had better sell out while he can. 

The proposed law does not authorize the 
destruction of any tree, but the bugs on the 
tree. But it does authorize the destruction 
of fruit in the market unfit for human food. 
Two cities in Califorsia have already 
passed ordinances to that effect (Los An- 
geles and Stockton.) and others will fall 
into line soon. If the Commissioners over- 
step their duty, and injure any mau’s trees, 
the owner will have his remedy in the 
courts, 

One objector will say thatit ig not safe 
to intrust so much power in the hands of 
three commissioners. Is it less safe to 
place itin the hands of a court that may or 
inay not understand horticulture? The un- 
disguised fact is that the objector does not 
want the power anywhere. It is 
not to be expected that lawyers will fall 
much in love with such a law, as it entirely 
dispenses with their services. It contem- 


will be no lawyer’s fees, court fees, jury 
fees, Sheriff’s fees, witness’ fees—in fact, no 
costs whatever except for cleaning the trees 
from pests. “But,” says one, “your biil is 
revolutionary—dispensing with courts,” I 
answer not more so than laws already in 
torce, especially section 3028 of the Political 
Code, giving a board of physicians power 
to remove &@& nuisance in a summary Manner 
without appealing to the courts. The 
statutes of the State authorize the shooting 
of horses affl cted with contagious diseases. 
The veterinary surgeon of Orange county 
has, within the past few months, caused to 
be shot titteen glandered horses. 

If the above section of the Code is con- 
stitutional because it pertains to the heaith 
of a city, L fail to see why the same _ princi- 
ple, applied to a leading industry of the 
commonwealth should not beso beld. Is 
& man’s estate so much inferior to his life 
as not to be governed by the same law? 

Once upon a time this question was dis- 
cussed as applied to the characteristic of 
Job by the Chieftan of Good andthe Chief- 
tain of Evil, “Skin for Skin,” said Satan, 
“All thata man hath will he give for his 
life.’ But the Perfect One said, “Satan 
Was a liar from the beginning, and the 
father of lies.’ Fortune and honor are each 
superior to life itself. The industry of hor- 
ticuiture in California has now reached 
proportions that demand legislation ade- 
quate to its protection,

kitchen at the southwest.corner of the 
cloister yard of Dunham athedral.

Larders, storo- 
rooms and closets open from it, and 
high windows Jet in abundant light. 
The floor is of stone, and there are 
traces of the old opening in the middle 
of the roof which used to let the smoke 
out when a fire was kindled in the 
middle of the floor for any purpose.

What a magnuitl- 
cent place to sit upon one of those old 
settees, justin sight of Amy Robsart’s 
pathetic bit of embroidery and watch 
a Chrisimas goose browning on the 
turuing spit. I am afraid, though, 
that the pensioners don’t appreciate 
Christmas us they ought, for in the 
winter there are no tourists and no 8ix- 
pences for the Widows’ Fund, and a: 
pot of ale. 

Eiernal conditions for Christmas 
cheer are apt enough in all these 
places, but reach their perfection ino 
the stately homes of England. What 
a place for tue revels is Warwick 
Castle, sixty feet by forty, and as high 
as wide, wiihacord and a half of logs 
heaped up before the open grate, and 
a kitchen aimost equally spacious, just 
far enough away so that one can 
trace the stately progress of the roast 
goose thence by the slow deepening of 
the delicious smell. I hesitate no 
longer. itI had the magic carpet and 


spend my Christmasin Warwick Castle. 
Yet it is not a walkover for Warwick 
by any means. There is. the Blount 
famiiy’s Elizabethan house at Maple 
Durham, in Oxfordshire, where the 
join's are still roasted before a big 
open blaze, as in the days of Pope’s 
Murtha Biount, and no other meatis so 
fit tor the good holiday coming as the 
savory joint that the fire has. In 
many such old houses a tiny treadmill, 
turned by a patient dog trained to the 
work, is used to keep the spit a-turn- 
ing, and to give the roast that perfect 
flavor, whose acquaintance is never 
made by range-baked meats. In 
Hampton Court Palace are housed and 
fed at the public expense a lot of poor 
relations of the roval family, and of 
the reduced “‘gentie people” generally. 
Hampton Court partly dates from 
Wolsey’s time and partly from Christ- 
opher Wren’s, and one notes the grow- 
ing searcity of fuel in the fact that the 
later chimneys are only seven or eight 
feet across, but the coeking arrange- 
mentsare in nearly every case guite 
as antiquated. 

‘The kitchen of the Harcourt family at 
Nuueham Courtenay is old enough to 
have # curious bit of family supersti- 
tion connected with it. Lady Nun- 
ham, the daughter of Simon, Earl of 
Harcourt—this was in the time of 
George Il—dreamed one*night that 
she saw her father lying deadin the 
kitchen at 4 o’clock. Of course the 
dream came true; eise it would never 
have peen remembared. ‘The 
went out in the morning to mark trees, 
his ilttle dog fell ina well while he 
was at work, he triedto pullthe dog 
out, and. at 4 o’clock his dripping body 
was laid in the kitchen in front of the 
yawning hearth, which exists this day 
to prove the story. 

The hole inthe roof of Wolsey’s 
kitchen at Christ Church College is a 
sort of connecting link. Not so many 
years before the time of that shrewd, 
practical architect chimueys werea 
comparatively new invention. Not 
more than half a dozen authentic cases 
exist where fireplaces have been tound 
in Norman residences. ‘There is little 
doubt that William the Conqueror ate 
venison cooked by an open fire in the 
middle of the room, as his subjects did 
for some centuries later. Another seat 
of the Harcourt family, Bablockhythe, 
built in the latter part of the Gfteenth 
century, only fifty years before WoOl- 
sey’s time, has a big kitchen absolutely 


‘| without a chimney, or rather the whole 


room is one, a hole in the roof serving 
as the smoke flue. 


The English people are satisfied with 
the ways of their fathers, and their 
fatherg ditdih’t have ranges, and went 
to bed"by candlelight. 

The old ways are not all bad ones, 
either. I have never eaten of the fa- 
mous roasts with which the Benchers 
of the Middle ‘Temple bere in London 
are regaled fresh from the spits and 
the roaring hearth and even in the hall 
of the crusaders, hut I have carved big 
slices from a seventy pound haunch in 
an old English inn kitchen, and there 
is nothing in America like it, except, 
perhaps, at a Virginia barbecue. It 
was of such beef as this, roasted whole 
before the coals, not baked in an oven, 
that the poet must have been thinking 
when he wrote: 


But when I wish to assuage some mighty 
grief 


Grant me, ye gods, a royal round of beef: 
Yes, and at Christmas, too, when no- 
body should be grieving.

However, it is not of a jolly, old- 
fashioned house party like this that I 
want totell you, but just what a few 
of the New York swells will eat on 
Christmas day, 1890. Kitchens of big’ 
society houses are already buzzing like 
bee hives, and during intervals when 
the chefs are not busy preparing the 
daily menus they are concocting some 
rare new dishes to be served on this 
mammoth feast day in December. 
There never was a more appreciative 
epicurean in New York than the late 
August Belmont. He thoroughly un- 
derstood a new, choice entree or saiad, 
enjoyed it accordingly and praised his 
cook without stint when he next had 
occasion to speak tohim. This chef, 
by the way, whose name is 
Adrien Pons, was formerly head 
cook for ex-Queen Isabelia during 
her stay in Paris, and came 
over to this country in the employ of 
Robert Garrett several years ago.

Speaking of bachelors’ feast dinners, 
there is Peter Marie, the rich old celi- 
bate, who delights in single biessed- 
ness, and yet whose penchant for 
pretty women in his younger days led 
him to write verses and sonnets which 
were the talk of the town.. When he 
gives a large dinner, as on Christmas, 


his table is one of the most 
perfectly appointed in New York. 
Among the dishes this year 


on his elaborate menu of cream 
cardboard, with a bunch of violets in 
the upper left-hand corner, will be his 
favorite “Puree of Asparagus a la 
Conde.’’ From two large bundles of 
asparagus break off the heads so far 
down that they will readily snap off. 
Throw these into a large pau of coid 
water, with a handful of spinach, the 
same quantity of parsley and green 
Seton the fire a large stew- 
pan half-filled with boiling water, to 
which add a handful of saltinit. Drain 
the asparagus, etc., into a collender, 
and put the whole into the stew-pan to 
boil fast. After cooking drain them 
thoroughly again, and let some cold 
water run over them, so that they may 
retain their greenness. Then put 
them into a middle-sized stew-pap with 
@ quart of good Veloute sauce, a table- 
spoon of powdered sugar. and a little 
grated nutmeg and salt. Stir the 
whole on a brisk fire until it has boiled 
three minutes. Then pass it through 
a tammy cloth or sieve into a large 
dish. After transferring into a soup 
ot, place it on the larger where it may 
eep cool and retain its green color 
and delicate flavor. Five minutes be- 
fore serving stir on a brisk fire until 
the soup is nearly boiling. After that 
mix in a pat of butter and a small 
piece of light-colored glaze, and send 
it to the table with a plate of croutons.

Menu of Mrs. John Bloodgood’s Christmas 
dinner. 


Mrs. John Bloodgood. wife of the 
well-known banker, is as dainty and 
delicate in appearance as the exquisite 
Dresden china with which her dinner 
table will be set on Christmas day, 
The preparation of her dinners, to 
which only afew friends are invited, 
is one of her favorite recreations. 
About ten guests will enjoy her hospi- 
tality this year. The menu card is 
pure white with a branch of roses in 
one corner. Large bunches of Amer- 
ican beauty roses will decorate the 
table. This is the menu: — 

Siegrist, the cnef who presides over 
the kitchen of Mr. Eerton Winthrop, 
is an artist skilled in the art of con- 
structing all the newest and most de- 
licious dishes. He is recognized by his 
contemporaries as a cook par. excel- 
lence, and an exceptionally effective 
creator. ‘I shall havea goose in my 
Christmas menu,” he said. ‘Turkey 
is rather an old story, or at least be- 
longs more properly to Thanksgiving. 
‘Goose a la Normande’ means goose 
prepared.in the only proper way.’ 
Here is Chef Siegrist’s recipe: Chop 
one onion fine; blanch and then drain 
it through a sieve, then fry it with a 
little butter to a light brown color, and 
mix it with mashed patatoes in sufli- 
cient quantity to stuff the goose. Russ 
and roast the goose in the usual man- 
ner and dish it with a garnish of small 
round apples, which have been neatly 
pared and stewed with a little broth, a 
small piece of butter and two ounces of 
sugar, The apples when nearly done 
shouid be boiled down quickly in order 
to glaze them alight brown color, but 
care must be taken to keep then whole. 
Pour a rich gravy around the goose just 
betore serving. | 
Champagne biscuits are delicious lit- 
tle cakes which find particular favor 
on Mrs. Grover Cleveland’s table. 
They are served as accompaniments to 
champagne, and according to the 
French, should never be eaten with 
any course but dessert. When Mrs. 
Cleveland was abroad she fancied these 
delicate cakes, and had the recipe sent 
to ber. They will form part of her’ 
Christmas menu. The ingredients are 
eight ounces of flour, eight ounces of 
powdered sugar, eight eggs, a quarter- 
ounce of caraway seeds and a pinch of 
salt. Work the butter in a basin with 
a wooden spoon until it presents the 
appearance of a thick cream, then grad- 
ually add the sugar flour, yolks of eggs, 
caraway seeds and salt. After this 
mix the eight whites of eggs, previ- 
ously whipped firm for the purpose. 
Have a sheet of stout cartridge paper 
folded in reverse plaits so as to pre- 
sent, when opened, the appearance of 
a fan with angular trenches about an 
inch deep. Filla biscuit forcer with 
some of the batter and force into the 
trenches finger-like biscuits 
about three inches long. Shake some 
sifted sugar over them, and. bake a 
light brown color in a moderate oven.

Mrs. Paran Stevens hus a chef who 
declares that her favorite dish is that 
called ‘“‘Iced Pudding a la Prince of 
Wales,” which he created in England 
some time ago. His recipe is to pre- 
pare eight yolks of eggs as for custard. 
Add two bottles of picked scarlet 
strawberries, which have been tossed 
in a sugar broiler with ten ounces of 
powdered sugar, and pass all through 
a tammy cloth. Cook over a brisk fire 
until the mixture begins to simmer. 
Then pass it into a puree and cook it. 
Next freeze it in the usual manner, 
and place it in a cylindrical pudding 
mould. Stop it down with the lid, and 
surround all with rough ice. Mean- 
while an iced macedoine of fruit 
should be made as follows: Ex- 
tract the juice from one pound of mus- 
catel grapes and add a sufficient quan- 
tity of syrup. to give body toit. Put 
into the freezing pot and work in the 
usual way. Just before using the ice 
mix in with it, solight as not to bruise 
them, small pieces of pineapple, peach, 
apricot, strawberries, white raspber- 
ries and cherries. The macedoine 
should be finished just before dishing 
up. Turn the pudding out of the mold 
into the dish, have the center filled 
with the macedoine and serve imme- 
diately. &f fresh fruit is not obtain- 
able canned may be used. 

The Chinese Consul, Shen Woon, 
will also have a Christmas dinner in 
New York. Did you over see a Chi- 
nese bill of fare? It consists of an in- 
terminable list of dishes which has 
been arranged by the author on heavy 
rice paper in the form of acard. The 
table is laden with such dishes as 
sharks’ fins, tish, soup, chicken soup 
duck soup, rice, rice, rice, rice, and 
tea, tea, tea, tea and tea. Also the in- 
evitable bird’s nest pudding, candies 
and cakes. QOne’s appetite is almost 
taken away on entering a Chinese 
house at the timeof a banquet from 
the effect of burning incense and herbs.

The correct way of setting a dinner 
table for twelve or fourteen persons is 
to first cover it with a thick flannel un- 
dercloth made especially for this pur- 
pose. Over that place a snow-white 
damask cloth, which may again be 
covered with any fancy cloth’ the 
hostess may select. ‘lhe plates which 
are put upon the table even distances 
apart should be the handsomest china 
that the pantry affords. A space of two 
feet is allowed to each guest. The but- 
ler next places his silver around. They 
comprise two dinner forks to the left 
of each plate; also an. oyater fork with 
the prongs resting on the edge of the 
plate, and a dinner knife and a table- 
spoon for soup at the right of each 
plate. Then the glasses, six or seven 
in number, are arranged to the right 
on a line with the inner edge of the 
plate. Sauterne should be served with 
oysters; sherry with soup; hock or Sau- 
terne with fish, after that champagne 
with the next course down to game; 
Burgundy or claret with game, and old 
Madeira with deserts. At each end of 
the table there should be a large silver 
comptier filled with fruit; next two 
low cumptiers at each end filled with 
cakes, and meringue glac¢és, with a 
dish of fruit glacé and candied 
cherries. A large center piece of 
flowers is placed in the middle of the 
table with two comptiers at each side 
filled with favors for the ladies. Then 
come six silver sheels, three on each 
end, filled with olives and’ salted 
almonds to be eaten after the soup. 
Six or eight handsome silver salt cel- 
lars should be arranged on the table, 
ony for two guests at the side of the 
plate. Four decanters covered with 
silver filagree work are arranged, two 
at each end of the table, with two jugs 
containing claret and sherry. ‘The 
napkins should be large and of 
damask, folded so as to reveal the 
menogram, and should form the recep- 
tacle for the dianer roll. When the 
guest takes the roll out of the napkin 
he places it on the left of his plate. 
The finger bowls may be of gold, sil- 
ver, Russian enamel ware or very fine 
glass, and should not be passed around 
until. after the ice-cream has been 
served. Table decorations should con- 
sist of a large centre of flowers ex- 
tending within ten inches of the inner 
edge of the plate, and should be just 
high enough topermitthe guest to 
look over it. Corsage bouquets and 
boutonniers may be placed at the plate 
of each guest. On a side-table there 
are always extra dishes, silver and

INTERESTING PRIVATE LETTER 


Eyes and Ears Open, and the Re- 
sulte—The People, the Thea- 
ters, Tempies and Other 
“Contraptions.” 


SHANGHAI (China,) Nov. 13.—| From 
a private letter.] Weleft Yokobama, 
September 25, by railroad, and trav- 
eled nearly five hundred miles west, 
passing Fuziyama, the sacred moun- 
tain. The first night we stopped at 
Nazoya, where we were entertained at 
a Japanese hotel. They had foreign 
beds, so we were very comfortable. We 
saw @ fine castle and temple there, and 
several porcelain manufactories. The 
next day we went on to Kioto, a place 
of 225,000 inhabitants. It is situated 
quite near Lake Biwa, of which we had 
a fine view the last three hours before 
reaching the city. Kioto was once the 
capital, and has many grand palaces, 
and a particularly imposing castle be- 
longing to the Mikado. The decora- 
tious and carving of the castle are sev- 
eral hundred years old, and are far 


handsomer than the new of the pres- 
ent day. 


We visited the Dorhicha colleges and 
‘schools, those started by the late Dr. 
Nurima, under the auspices of the 
American Board. There are 600 boys 
and 100 girls enrolled. Theschouls are 
quite separate. The boys assemble at 
half past seven in the morning for 
prayera in their fine chapel. We made 
an effort to attend, but were too late. 

While in Kioto we had a very excit- 
ingride of ten miles in small boats 
down the rapids. We rode eight or 


two 
coolies each; then two flat-bottomed 


boats received us, the men and jinriki-. 


shas, paddled and poled by two natives 
who dextrously avoided rocks and kept 
us in the middle of the rapid current. 
At times we would glide into a smooth, 
quiet pool, then plunge into the rapids 
again. We allenjoyed it immensely, 
and were sorry when it came to an 
end, Part of the time the scenery was 
grand, the rocks towering above our 
heads. Arriving at a little tea house 
below the rapids we had onr lunch, 
rar resumed our jinrikishas for the 
city. 

At one of the temples at Kioto we 
saw a large pile of rope mace from the 
hair of Japanese men and women. 
The rope was large enough to tie up a 
ship. The pile weighed about ten 
tons, These ropes are used to pull up 
the great beams and rafters used to 
construct the temples. 

There was a Japanese theater, and 
curiosity led ustogo. It was a funny

floor. Our party had two boxes. They 
contained two or three small hard stools

obliged to send to the hotel for chairs.

It makes them 
tired to sit on seats with their feet on 
the floor. I noticed a very old man 
and woman enter the car—they sat 


~ awhile with their feet on the floor, but 


could not endure it long. In a short 
time they kicked off their shoes and 
stood on the seats, and finally became 
easy by sitting on their heels. 

We stopped at Osaka two or three 
days and were the guests of a young 
Presbyterian missionary and his wife. 
He kindly showed us about tie city. 
It is called the ‘*Venice of Japan.” 
Canals run through the city in every 
direction, and the river is spanned by 
three immense bridges. We visited the 
ity tg and saw 4000 prisoners at all 

inds of work. The castle fortitica- 
tions and walis are stupendous. The 
castle was the finest on the island, but 
was burned by one of the old shoguns 
rather than turn it over to the enemy. 
Some of the stones in the wall weighed 
170 tons. The Japs, when asked how 
they got there, said “they just took 
them up and carried them.’”’ A gen- 
tleman in China told me that he had 
seen Chinamen carry on poles a boiler 
that weighed fifteen tons. 3 

We found the jinrikisha the only 
mode of conveyance all over Japan, 
and they are comfortable and conve- 
nient. But itis said that the average 
life of the jinrikisha man is only three 
or four years. 

One afternoon we started at 4:30 for 
atwelve and a half miles ride. We 
had our supper ina tea-house over- 
hanging Lake Bisva, and returned by 
moonlight, arriving at 10:30, making a 
distance of twenty-five miles. On the 
return the men did not stop but once, 
and then only long enough for a drink. 
They ran the whole distance except 
when going up hill. There were two 
men tandem, to each jinrikisha. Peo- 
ple have told me that they have trav- 


- pled this way fifty and sixty miles aj 


day. Even in extreme heat they keep 
up the same trot, and whiie pouring 
with perspiration they plunge into cold 
water whenever they have the oppor- 
tunity. 

We stopped at Kito several days, 
where we found quite a settlement of 
Europeans and Americanos, including 
several missionaries. In fact we find 
missionaries everywhere in these hea- 
then countries. Here they have a fine 
kindergarten school for the little Japs 
under the supervision of a bright 
American lady. The Congregational 
girls’ school has several hundred pu- 

ils and is in a flourishing condition. 
They bave fine grounds and buildings. 
We saw the girls going through calis- | 
thenics like ourown girls. We visited 
the severa! recitation-rooms and were 
pleased with what we saw. 

I saw a novel method of shoeing 
horses in Kobe. At the _§ front 
of a blacksmith’s shop a woman held 
up a hind foot of the horse 
and aman nailed on the shoe. Here 
we took the steamer for Shangba), 
passing through the great inland sea, 
which is very beautiful. I can com-

We visited the 
houses where the bricks o 
made that aresentinto Russia, These 
Visits were full of interesttous. They 
make two qualities—one very small, 
like acake of chocolate—that is the 
best—the other quite latge and coarse, 
which is used by the poorer classes. 

We remained on board the boat while 
at Han-Kow because there is no hotel in 
the place. The foreigners have @ very 
fine ‘‘Bund”’ along the river with sev- 
eral rows of trees and a* strip 
of lawn along the middle of the street. 
Some of the houses are magnificent; 
they are several stories high, with wide 
corridors all around them supported by 
columns. Chinese bamboo curtains 
shelter them from the hot sun in sum- 
mer. They have an English chapel 
and several mission schools. We went 
through the Chinese quarters in chairs 
on the shoulders of coolies—this was a 
novel experience and we had quite 
enough of it before we were out. The 
Chinese are separated from the foreign 
concession by strong gates and barri- 
cades, so that in case of an attack they 
cau be more easily controlled. This 
place is called the center of commerce 
in China, and with the two cities ad- 
joining it, one across the river, boasts 
of a 1,300,000 inhabitants. We re- 
turned by the same boat. The river in 
some places is twenty miles wide. The 
sights along the shore were interesting 
—men plowing with buffaloes were seen. 
These strange creatures do not like 
foreigners and smell them at along 
distance. As the boat passed we often 
saw them sniffing and running and 
kicking. Sometimes we were so near 
we could have thrown a pebble on 
shore. Theriver is filled with junks 
with sails spread to the wind—all 
shapes and sizes and colors. We were 
never tired of looking at them. There 
were beautiful old pagodas too, some, 
it is said, a thousand years old. 
Many of the cities ave fine 
walls about them. We were as- 
tonished to see missionaries dressed 
like Chinamen, with shaved heads and 
pigtails. Sometimes the latter were 
red to match a moustache of the same 
color, The mission ladies also wear 
the dress of Chinawomen. All belong- 
ing to the Chinese Inland Mission are 
compelled to wear the native dress. 
They have good reasons, they think, 
for doing so. Nearly all Chinese women 
we see have small feet. They think in 
order to marry well that every girl 
should, when about 8 years old, have 
her feet broken in the instep and the 
toes curled under, then bandaged 
tight. Some of the mission schools 
make it acondition on receiving girls, 
that the feet shall be unbound. I was 
told that some of the young Chinamen 
who have been educated in America 
have returned with enlightened ideas 
on this subject and prefer marrying 
girls with feet of natural size. It is to 
‘pe hoped that it will have some effect 
upon the masses. We have heard sev- 
eral stories as to the origin of this cus- 
tom. One is that it was done to keep 
the women from gossiping abroad. 
Another that in olden times the 
women were strong and too formida- 
ble, and so were disabled in this way. 
The mother, or mother-in-law, is the 
head of the house, however, ruling it 
with a firm hand. Their treatment of 
the sons’ wives is sometimes so cruel 
that the poor girlruns away. If she 
is caught and brought back her life is 
made worse than ever. Small feet are 
not. always a I 
WO With feet begging. 
and ragged aut dirty. “Pareate 
throw girl babies into the river to get 
rid of them, and there is no law to pre- 
vent them doing so. A man is abso- 
lute master of his wife and children, 
and he can do what he likes with 
them. 

I saw in a hospital a little lame girl. 
The doctor told me that ber father 

-Z0i throw her into the river, 
but was prevented from doing so by 
some one who induced him to give the 
child tohim. Ske was a very bright 
iittle girl, They had amputated one 
of ber legs. Iam informed that they 
often seli girls from three to ten years 
old, the price being from five to thirty 
dollars. A young piloton the steamer 
toldus that he and a young friend 
were walking along the riyer bank oue 
day when they discuvered two men 
preparing to drown two _ infants. 
They bought them from the men for 
twenty-five cents each, and they found 
they found themselves in an embarrass- 
ing predicament, each witb a basket 
containing a live baby. However, 
they were soon relieved by taking 
them to the Foundling Hospital, where 
the Sisters of Charity make a home 
for little waifs. 

Here in Shanghai all the business 
houses close every few days and every- 
body goes to the races or regattas. We 
found them rather stupid affairs, and 
hardly worth shutting up a store for. 
The horses would not stand much 
show beside those at home. It is said 
that the original bridge, used as a pat- 
tern in the old blue china, associated 
with a pagoda, a pair of lovers and 
turtle doves, called the ‘‘Nillow pat- 
tern,” isin this city, in ‘‘old Shanghai.” 
We have not yet been to see it. 

One mode of locomotion here is by 
wheelbarrow. They carry ail kinds of 
fre ght about the city upon them, in- 
cluding Chinese men, women and chil- 
dren, who sit on the sides and hang the 
‘feetover. The wheel, of course, is in 
the center, with a frame over it, then 
a piece of cloth is laid over the barrow 
for passengers to sit upon. They re-

Criticisms for the New School Board. 

To THE Epirorn oF THE , TIMEs: 
The newly-elected School Board 
are soon to assume their duties 
and at about the same time the 
High School wiil be moved from its 
present quarters into the new building. 

It will be best, then, if any changes 
or reformations are needed, that they 
be made at that time. 7 

Some time ago the public schools 
were deprived of a teacher of penman- 
ship, on the ground that he was not 
absolutely needed and that economy 
should be employed in the manage- 
ment of schoo) affairs. 
| But, contrary to all ideas of ‘‘economy 
in school affairs,” we now have a 
teacher in “physical culture.”’ 

We are constantly rushed for want 
of time in recilations, and lessons 
must consequently be passed ovor 
without due explanation, yet we are 
compelled to spend three-quarters of 
an hour a day for thgee days out of the 
five, constituting a school week, in 
turning the head to the right and left, 
then forward gand backward, then go- 
ing through these motions with each 
foot, altogether getting about as mnch 
exercise us a person left to himself 
would get in five minutes. 

Most of us expect to take a course at 
some university. Will it aid us the 
more there whether we understand 
the commands ‘“‘alternate toe and heel 
raising,’ ‘‘arm flinging’ ete. or 
whether we have been well drilled in 
mathematics and the sciences? 

The school hours are not long. In 
whole day sessions, which we will have 
in the new building, the hours are from 
9 a.m. to 3 p.m., including two recesses 
and an hour at noon.

But if there are those who still insist 
that mental labor should be accom- 
panied by physical exercise, why can’t 
they give us exercise from which some 
advantage may be obtained? 

There are at least three ways in 
which the present condition may be 
bettered: 

(1.) Give us this extra time out of 
doors, where we may take exercise ac- 
cording to our needs. This will save 
one salary and make a step in the in- 
terest of economy in school govern- 
ment. Or, 

(2.) Give us a military instructor. A 
fully competent instructor may be em- 
ployed at the salary now paid the 
teacher in physical culture, and we 
will receive as much benefit from mili- 
tary calisthentics iz one month as un- 
der the present system in ayear. Or, 

3.) Employ a gymnasium instructor, 

tis to be hoped that the incoming 
School Board will take aetion on this 
much-needed reform.

The tabulated returns published by. 
us on Saturday tose some curious 
facts. Mr. Matkham’s plurality over 
Pond is 7,831; but Bidwell receives 
10,000; the result is that Mr. Markham 
lacks some 2.500 votes of a majority 
of all the votés cost. Los Angeles 
Orange counties together show a 
decrease of 2,303 votes in two years— 
that is between the vote for the Presi- 
dency in 1888, and the Gubernotorial 
election in 1890. Sacramento at the 
same time shows on increase of 187 in 
the two years. The increase of votes 
in the whole State is neariy 6,000 be- 
tween 1888 and 1890. The counties of 
San D.ego and Los Angeles decreased 
about 3,000, thus making the increase 
of votes north of Tehachapi in the neigh- 
borhood of 9,000. The most remark- 
able showing, however, relates to San 
Francisco. In the State election of 
1882 San Francisco cast 38,913 votes. 
In 1890 it cast 55,260, being an increase 
of 16,353. The vote for Governor in 
1890 is an increase of about 45 per 
cent. on the votes of 1882, while the 
entire increase of the population of 
San Francisco, according to the cen- 
sus, from ] to 1890 was 29 por 
In a city, then, whose population shows 
an increase of 29 per cent. from 1880 
to 1890, there is exhibited an increase 
of its voting population of 45 percent. 
cent. in the last eight years of that 
tIM@. 

‘he increased vote in the city of 
San Francisco is very suggestive of 
fraud. At the same time we are be- 
ginning to entertain serious distrust 
of the accuracy of the census ascer- 
tainmeuts when counties like Yolo, 
Butte and Yuba, wherein fraud on 
the election is almost impossible, show 
a decide and healthy increase in their 
voting population, when the census 
disclgsures indicate a very serious de- 
crease in the totals.

Thereis ashadow 
over itall, There is a void, an empti- 
ness that mocks us. How we want 


rest then! How we sigh for peate! 


there rest auywhefs for us then—is 
there anything that"can comfort? 
Earth bolds nothing that can impart 


it, because everything ‘earthly is pass- 


ing away. 

Is there, then, nothing to answer this 
longing of aching hearts? ‘There 
must be. We believe ina good God, 
aloving Father, and such a Father 
would not /eave us hopeless. There is 
fullness somewhere if we could only 
find it. There is restif we but knew 
where to seek it. 

O tortured and aching hearts, here 
is a message for you; ‘Come unto me 
all ye that ars weary and beavy laden, 
aud I will give you rest.’’ O gracious 
promise. This is what we want. It 
is for this we seek, 

Rest! what is the rest that He will 
give us? It is a rest that is full of 
peace and joy, and the fullness of 
trust.

We have some treasures which they 
take from us because they know that 
it is not best that they should continue 
in our possession. With our large 
trust in them we should not let our 
hearts be troubled because they bave 
taken our treasures from us. We 
should say: “‘They know better than 
we, we will not complain; they have 
the right to decide all these matters 
for us; we are not afraid.”’ 

Weli, we have all a better Father 
than any earthly one, and we have an 
Elder Brother who has redeemed us, 
and itis He whosays ‘‘Let not your 
hearts be troubled, neither let them be 
afraid; my peace | give uato you.”’

If we sey to our earthly father, 
“Father, you arrange everything for 
me as you think best for me,’’ when he 
does that we are going to accept his 
decision for us without protest or 
complaint. And can we not do that 
with our heavenly Father—the Father 
who sees the end from the beginning; 
who makes no mistakes; who has never 
any cause torepentof what He does, 
and who loves us so? 

O if we could only get away from the 
grave when our friends die, and re- 
member that death is but the door to 
immortality, that itis but the loosing 
of the earthly fetters, a passing out 
from captivity of sin and sorrow to 
eternal life and growth and the free- 
dom of unending joy and peace, how 
should we rejoice for the blessed dead 
who die in the Lord. We need to take 
right home into our thoughts daily and 
hourly the words of eternal truth and 
make them living, vital things; let 
them be as real to us as our business 
plans, and our domestic concerns, and 
not mere theories which we vaguely 
indorse and believe. When the teach- 
ings of divine truth are just as real to 
us as the things of this life; when they 
are made just as practical as our every- 
day affairs, then shall we begin to grasp 
them in all their comforting fullness, 
and we shall lean upon them, and be 
sustained by them.

How to Cook. the Christmas Goose—Rub 
the goose the previous night with salt, 
pepper, sage, thyme, and sweet mar- 
joram, inside and out; in the morning 
prepare the dressing: <A large hand- 
ful of stoned raisins and Zinte cur- 
rents to “bread crumbs or crumbied 
crackers; two sour apples chopped fine, 
and one mealy potato mixed in with 
butter, and all well rolled together, 
without spices. Fer the gravy, boil 
the giblets in a little water and mash 
the liverina spoonful of flour, chop 
the gizzards, stir these in the liquid 
they were boiled in, add to it the gravy 
in the dripping pan, sprinkle in a little 
thyme, sage and sweet majoram, a d it 
isdone. Serve the gravy separately. 
When the goose is served, garnish it 
with sliced iemon and some sprigs of 
parsley. 

Small Fancy Cakes for the Holidays.— 
Little cukes, when iced and decorated, 
give great pleasure, and when a child’s 
name is written on the cake the pleas- 
ure is greatly increased. Make a plain 
sponge or cup cake. Bake half of it 
inathin sheet, and bake the other 
half in little fancy tins—hearts, rounds, 
diamonds, etc. Cover the fancy shapes 
with white, pink, yellowand chocolate 
icing. When the sheet of cake is cold, 
with a sharp knife split it into two 
parts. Spread athin layer of straw- 
berry preserves on the under part; 
place the other half on this and press 
the two pieces of cake together. 
Now cut the cake into pieces four 
inches long and two inches 
Cover these with a thin layer of white 
icing, being careful to cover the edges. 
When this is dry cover it with a 
thick layer of white icing. Put two 
tablespoonfuls of grated chocolate into 
a cup, place the cup in «# sauce-pan 
with a little boiling water and set on 
the fire. When the chocolate is melted 
dip a small brush into it and write the 
names with this upon the cakes, For 

ellow lettering use the yolk of an egg. 

o not beat the yolk, as that makes it 
light-colored; simply dip the brush 
into ijand write the name, 

Real English Plum Puddiny.—Take 
one and a half pounds of flour, two 
pounds of finely-shredded beef suet, 
two pounds of stoned raisins, two 
pounds of currants, washed, picked 
anc dried; two pounds of white sugar, 
a quarter of a pound of candied lemon 
peel, the same of citron, two small 
grated nutmeygs, the juice of a lemon 
and the rind finely chopped, a tea- 
spoonful of salt, two ounces of sweet 
almonds, blanched and sliced; sixteen 
eggs, a glass of brandy, and as much 
milk as will wet the ingredients, but no 
more, as that mukes the pudding 
heavy. Mix the ingredients. as 
named; dry all the fruit well before 
mixing. ‘be pudding should bea stiff 
paste in consistency. Put intoa bagor 
mouid and keep it boiling for ten 
hours. When Christmas day comes, 
boil two hours longer; then turn on to 
a large platter, stick’a sprig of holly on 
either side of the top, make a deep lit- 
tlerhole in the center, fill this with 
brandy, and light it just when sending 
to the table. lor the sauce take three 
cups of light brown sugar and a cup of 
nice butter, beat to a troth with a sil- 
ver fork, add three cups of boiling 
water, the grated rind of a half lemon, 
and acup of the best brandy, heat to 
boil, and serve in atureen or pitcher, 
hot. This pudding is big enough for 
sixteen people, bus those who have
